Ky Returns, 
Vows Saigon 
Sincere

PARIS (AP) - South Vietnam's 
Vice President Nguyen Cao Ky 
returned today to supervise his 
government's delegation to the 
Vietnam peace talks and said 
the Saigon regime is "sincere 
and ready in the hope of achiev- 
ing a just and lasting peace." 


"Peace can be restored as 


soon as the Communists aban- 
don their scheme of expansion 
by force," the Saigon leader 
told newsmen. 


Ky and his attractive wife 


were welcome at Orly airport 
by ranking members of the U.S. 
and Saigon delegations, includ- 
ing the man Ky once told inti- 
mates he regarded as a father, 
A m b a s s a d o r Henry Cabot 
Lodge. 


Ky was premier of South Viet- 


nam at the time of Lodge's sec- 
ond tour as ambassador in Sai- 
gon in 1967. The two were on the 
best of terms, with Lodge often 
counseling Ky. Lodge this week 
replaced W. Averell Harriman 
as chief of the U.S. delegation to 
the talks. 


The South Vietnamese vice 


president will exercise over-all 
supervision of his delegation but 
will not sit at the conference ta- 
ble as a negotiator. 


The first substantive meetings 


of the Vietnam talks open Satur- 
day morning at the Internation- 
al ConferenceCenter. 


"I am happy with the prog- 


ress," Kay said in his state- 
ment. "Once more I wish to af- 
firm that the Republic of Viet- 
nam is sincere and ready in the 
hope of achieving a just and 
lasting peace and of ending the 
war. . . 


"I hope that the people on the 


other side will show the same 
good will. Peace can be restored 
as 
soon as the Communists 


abandon their scheme of expan- 
sion by force. The Vietnamese 
people fervently hope for peace 
—but they are absolutely op- 
posed 
to Communist domina- 


tion. We cannot be conquered by 
force. I wish good success to the 
talks." 


Asked whether he was hopeful 


of the outcome, Ky said, "As an 
aviator I am always optimistic. 
Given the maximum chance and 
good will the talks in Paris will 
be successful." 


He said the South Vietnamese 


government is planning to 
"as- 


sume full responsibility in the 
military field" and is studying 
plans to increase the govern- 
ment's forces in 1969 to replace 
foreign troops progressively.

After 60 Yeari Steam Senate Recalls 
Powered Cars Tuning Bj|| on Tax 
Up for a Comeback

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - Sixty 


years after it chugged off into 
oblivion, the steam-powered au« 
tomobile may be tuning up for a 
comeback. 


If the country gets really seri- 


vous about licking air pollution, 
says Resources for the Future, 
Inc., 
it might take a look at 


modern-day 
versions 
of 
the 


Stanley Steamer, the White and 
the Locomobile. 


From all standpoints of tech- 


noligy, "an acceptable steam 
powered automobile could be 
put onthe roads in a very few 
years," said a special study 
published in RFF's annual re- 
port, 


Electric autos also would help 


the smog problem, the report 
said, but would need "a decade 
or so" of development to be- 
come high performance vehicles 
matching gasoline-fueled inter- 
nal combustion engines. 


The steam car, by contrast, 


could quite rapidly be developed 
into a fully-powered, long range 
vehicle equivalent to today's or- 
dinary motor cars in response, 
acceleration, 
power 
and 
fuel 


economy. 


Unlike its ancestors of the 


early 1900s, the new steamer 
would have no heavy, dangerous 
boiler, could make a cold start 
in 30 seconds, and wouldn't have 
to stop every half-hour to take 
on water.

The testimony came

state Public Service Commis- 
sion hearing. 


James Honaker, a Kentucky 


utility consultant hired by the 
commission to analyze the rate 
increase request, had testified 
that the company had a rate of 
return of 5.38 per cent on its 
investment in 1968. Company 
officials said It was 4.4 per 
cent. 


The company questioned Hon- 


aker's figures on expenses. The 
firm has placed its expenses for 
each telephone at $25.11 while 
Honaker said they were $22.59. 


Honaker said the company 


was entitled to a rate of return 
of six per cent and his figures 
indicated that an Increase of 
$108,000 would provide that rate. 


The company's request is for 


$460,000. 


A ruling on the request is ex-

No exact figures are ever an- 


nounced on the Rose Bowl, the

102,003 and a rich television con- 
tract, the Big Ten and the Pacif- 
ic-8 are each reputed to get 
around $1 million. 


The Big Ten divides its share

This amounts to about $100,000 
per share. The Pacific-8 divides 
its portion equally among the 
eight conference schools. In the 
Rose Bowl, Ohib State dumped 
Southern 
California 
and O.J. 


Simpson 27-16. 


In the Gator Bowl, each team 


received about .$190,000 but Mis- 
souri, the winner over Alabama 
35-10, must share its prize with 
others in the Big Eight and Ala- 
bama must split with members 
of the Southeastern Conference, 
with Alabama keeping $115,000.

It is predicated that with a normal four percent 


increase in revenues the second year will produce $99,424,000, 


which will total $195,024,000 for the twoiyear period. 


The Arkansas Legislative Council has concluded its 


budget work and has recommended that expenditures be held 


within manageable revenue income under present tax collections 


during the next two years.

DOCTOR'S MAILBAG 


Best Not to Neglect 
Hoarseness Symptoms 


By WAYNE G. 


Q—I am 54 and in good 


health. 
For a b o u t 
nine 


months I've been 
hoarse, 


especially when I'm upset. A 
specialist says my ears, nose 
and throat are O.K. 
What 


besides cancer could cause 
(his hoarseness? What treat- 
ment is there for it? 


A—Hoarseness is a symp- 


tom that should never be 
neglected, especially 
if it 


persists for more than three 
weeks. If a specialist has as- 
sured you that no serious dis- 
ease is present, the cause 
may be excessive talking, 
drinking or smoking. The vo- 
cal cords tire easily in per- 
sons who are anemic or gen- 
erally run down.

CORONADO, Calif. (AP) - 


The captain of the Pueblo says 
he confessed 
to spying after 


blood-chilling mental 
torture, 


and then tried to drown himself 
in a bucket of water. 


Tears streaming, 
his voice 


breaking with anguish, Cmdr. 
Lloyd M. Bucher told a Navy 
court of Inquiry Thursday that 
North Koreans 
finally 
broke 


him by threatening to shoot his 
crewmen one-by-one in front of 
him—and s u m m o n i n g the 
youngest sailor and saying they 
would start with him. 


Bucher's account of the terror 


ended—at least for now—his 
public appearances. He goes be- 
fore a closed session of the 
court today to give secret— clas- 
sified— testimony, and will be 
followed, 
the Navy said, by 


Rear Adm. Frank L. Johnson, 
commander of u.s. naval forces 
in Japan at the time the Pueblo 
was seized. Bucher has said he 
radioed desperately for help as 
North 
Korean gunboats 
sur- 


rounded the intelligence ship, 
but it never arrived. 


The Navy said Johnson would 


testify 
after 
closed-door 
ac- 


counts from one or more of 
three captains under his com- 
mand in Japan when the Pueblo 
was seized off North Korea last 
year. Summaries ot all secret 
sessions will be prepared, delet- 
ing all classified information, 
and made available 
to news- 


men, a Navy spokesman said. 


Open 
court 
sessions 
are 


scheduled 
to resume Wednes- 


day. 


After deserting why he con- 


fessed, Bucher said Thursday, 
"sometime during the night I 
attempted to commit suicide by 
drowning myself In a bucket of 
water In my room but was un- 
able to accomplish this." 


"Mentally, 
I was quite dis- 


turbed," he said, partly because 
of 
the 
embarrassment 
he 


thought his confession caused 
the United States. 


The 
typewritten 
confession 


said Bucher was a CIA agent, 
that his ship Intruded Into North 
Korean waters and that he was 
trying to put South Koreans 
ashore. 


"And I realized," he said, 


"they (North Koreans) neuded 
me alive more than anyone else 
in the crew for public appear- 
ances that I was afraid of and 
knew were corning." 


The 
court warned Bucher 


Wednesday he may have violat- 
ed regulations by surrendering 
the ship. Bucher was in his 
fourth day of testimony and has 
been 
unusually calm, 
some* 


times tense, until he came to de- 
scribing an interrogation before 
he confessed.

Tornado Death 
Toll 29 in 
M ississippi

HAZLEHURST, Miss. (AP) - 


Massive clean-up operations be- 
gan today in central Mississippi 
where tornadoes killed 29 per- 
sons as they carved a path of 
destruction across three coun- 
ties. 


The twisters, roaring in from 


the west Thursday morning, in- 
jured more than 150 persons and 
left approximately 300 home- 
less. Damage was estimated in 
the millions. 


The first area struck was a 


predominantly Negro settlement 
just outside south Hazlehurst in 
Coplah County. The tornadoes 
then moved northeastward into 
rural areas of Simpson and 
Smith counties about 30 miles 
later. 


Utility crews worked into the 


night Thursday to restore most 
of the electrical and telephone 
service. 


The Hazlehurst hospital alone 


treated 128 persons. Many oth- 
ers were taken to hospitals in 
Jackson and Brook hay en. 


About 200 homeless persons 


spent the night at an amergency 
center set up at the National 
Guard armory In Hazelhurst. 


Governmental 
and 
private 


agencies quickly moved Into the 
area to care for the hungry and 
the homeless. 


"We are ready to feed, clothe 


and shelter all of them," said 
George Sheffield, central Mis- 
sissippi Red Cross disaster 
chairman. 


The U.S. Department of Agri- 


culture In Atlanta and the state 
Welfare Department In Jackson 
volunteered 
to 
provide food 


where needed. Gov. John Bell 
Williams, on a tour of the strick- 
en area, pledged state aid. 


Sen. James 0. Eastland, D- 


Mlss,, announced in Washington 
the Small Business Administra- 
tion would make three per cent 
loans available to business and 
residential 
areas. Sen. John 


Stennis, D-Miss., urged the gov- 
ernment to declare the region a 
federal disaster area.

days before, on March 5, 1968, 
Bucher and his 81 men from the 
USS Pueblo had been moved to 
the prison in the countryside. 


It was six or seven miles from 


Pyongyang, the capital of North 
Korea, Bucher told a court of in- 
quiry Thursday. The court of 
five admirals is investigating 
capture of his Intelligence ship. 


"We were treated much more 


humanely," Bucher said, com- 
paring this prison to the com- 
pound where he and his men 
were taken when they were cap- 
tured three months before. At 
that compound, Bucher said, he 
and his men had suffered severe 
beatings and Bucher underwent 
chilling mental torture. 


"There was always an aura of 


terror," he said. But now the 
men had daily sick call except 
for Saturdays and when doctors 
were not available. 


"Nurses were always avail- 


able and their professional qual- 
ifications were comperable to

SAIGON (AP) - The U.S. 


Command announced today a 
medical 
evacuation helicopter 


was shot down In the central 
highlands 
killing 
seven 
and 


bringing the war's total of chop* 
pers lost in combat to 999. 


The command also belatedly 


announced that a helicopter shot 
down Jan. 15 south of Da Nanf 
killed Col. Michael M. Spark, 41, 
Alexandria, Va., commander of 
the 3rd Marine Division's 3rd 
Regiment. Six others, including 
a Marine officer, died with him 
in the flaming crash. Spark was 
the 
first 
Marine regimental 


commander killed in Vietnam. 


The medical evacuation heli- 


copter was downed Thursday in 
the central highlands 23 miles 
northwest 
of 
Pleiku. 
Three 


wounded Americans and four 
crewmen were killed. The com- 
mand 
said 
it 
was clearly 


marked with red crosses. 


In addition to the number of 


helicooopters lost in combat, the 
U.S. Command said 1,316 others 
have been lost since Jan. 1, 
1961, due to mechanical failure, 
enemy barrages that 
caught 


them on the ground and other 
causes. 
Meanwhile, U.S. military ana- 


lysts said from now until mid- 
February is a critical period in 
the Vietnam war because of the 
peace talks in Paris and the 
new administration In Washing- 
ton. 


These experts do not see any 


imminent threat to Saigon. In- 
stead they anticipate enemy at- 
tacks on the three provinces 
along 
the Cambodian 
border 


northwest to northeast of the 
capital—Tay Ninh, Binh Long 
and Phuoc Long. 


The analysts said intelligence 


reports indicate the Communist 
command plans to increase op- 
erations in an attempt to give 
the negotiators from Hanoi and 
the Viet Cong greater leverage 
in Paris and to put pressure on 
the Nixon administration while 
it is still shaking down. 


An enemy winter-spring offen- 


sive has been anticipated since 
last Dec. 13, but the experts 
said they believe the U.S. and 
South 
Vietnamese 
operations 


that have smashhed numerous 
bases and captured hundreds of 
tons of supplies have upset the 
Viet Cong's timetable. 


Because Cambodia is off lim- 


its 
to U.S. and South Viet- 


namese forces, supplies stock- 
piled just over the border are 
available to the Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese for opera- 
tions nearby in the three north- 
ern provinces of the 3rd Corps 
Area, which has Saigon at its 
heart. 


"The enemy is not in a posi- 


tion 
to 
attack Saigon 
right 


now," 
one source said. He 


conceded, 
however, that the 


Viet Cong can make terror 
raids, blow up allied Installa- 
tions and pull off assassinations 
inside the capital. He estimated 
there are now 400 to 500 special 
action troops in Saigon, agents 
trained in terror, assassination 
and use of explosives.
